DISBANDING LE AG IE OF NATIONS 
In the opinion of John M. Hightower, Associated 
Press writer in Washington “how to disband the league 
of nations is turning out to be something of a headache 
for some of the world’s best international lawyers. 
t 
When Uruguay proposed a few days ago to the other 
American nations that the bi st way to organize the 
future peace would be to revitalize the league, inter­ 
national lawyers were not as surprised as a good many 
other folks may have been who considered the old 
League a dead issue. 
At the moment the League has 45 member states 
including' Uruguay. 
It has about sib,(JOO,OOO in gold 
.Swiss francs in the bank. 
It owns a $30,000,000 home 
at Geneva. Throughout the war it has continued to col­ 
lect dues and to function in some of its branches as an 
international clearing house for information on labor, 
narcotics and the like. 
Perhaps the worst complication about ever dismantl­ 
ing the League, however, is th * fact that over 500 
treaties operate through it and many of them, espec­ 
ially those concerned with health, science, standardiza­ 
tion of drugs and the like, play an important part in 
the day to day living of the world s civilized peoples. 
The only specific dismantling suggestion which has 
gained much currency among the experts is that the 
countries that now make up the League adopt a treaty 
discontinuing it. 
They could say what could be done 
with its money and property and presumably some way 
may be figured out to keep the rest of the international 
treaties from going into the discard, possibly by trans­ 
ferring them to the new United Nations organization. 
The experts note, however, that the present 45 mem­ 
bers of the league are not all in the United Nations as 
presently constituted by their war time alliances so 
that legal action to disband the old and create the new 
international organization would not be possibl .

Reports that the fuehrer is 
gravely ill, that his abnormal brain finally has snapped 
and he is mad, that he is dead 
all these arc received 
with cager hope outside Germany. Few' give a tinker’s 
darn if one of these disasters has overtaken him, but 
v. ant to be sure of it.
